A modorn  Motor  Ambulance  is'  provided  by  the  Urban 
District  Council,  used  exclusively  for  tho  romoval  of  Accident, 
surgical  and  maternity  cases  to  such  Institutions  and  placos  as 
may  bo  necessary,  no  charge  being  made  for  its  use  to  permanent 
residents  of  Horbury,  providing  medical  certificate,  is  produood 
that  .the  person  to  bo  removed  is  a strotchor  case.

NURSING  IN  THE  HOMES. 

There  is  no  Institution  in  tho  District  from 
which  the  services  of  professional  Nurses  can  bo  obtained,  whon  such 
services  aro  required  it  is  necessary  to  arrange  for  Nurses  to  bo 
brought  from  private  Nursing  Homos  in  neighbouring  towns. 

The  Horbury  Distriot  Nursing  Association,  a 
Voluntary  Society,  uphold  by  privato  donations,  works  in  dose 
co-operation  with  tho  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Privato 
Practitioners. 

This  Association  retains  tho  whole  time  servicos 
of  a fully  trained  Queens  Nurse,  who  upon  request  makos  daily 
visits  to  homos  in  case  of  siokness  and  invalidity.

Water  Supply, 

The  Horbury  Urban  district  is  adequately  served 
with  a supply  of  good  water  which  is  obtained  from  Dewsbury,  Batloy 
and  Wakofiold  Corporations,  a constant  supply  is  laid  on  to  all 
houses  and  promises  in  tho  district.  Tho  supply  from  all  tho  sources 
is  quite  satisfactory  in  both  quality  and  quantity,  and  is  controlled 
by  bacteriological  and  chemioal  analysis  monthly,  tho  results  of 
which  have  boon  satisfactory.

I have  tho  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration 
my  TWENTY  EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  upon  tho  work  carried  out  undor 
my.  supervision,  by  your  Sanitary  Department,  during  tho  year  1941. 

With  tho  changed  conditions  as  tho  result  of  the 
War,  together  with  tho  greatly  increased  duties  devolving  upon 
Loool  authorities  and  their  Officials,  and  tho  shortage  of  man-power, 
much  valuablo  work  of  tho  department  has  been  greatly  retarded, 
consequently  this  report  is  reduced  to  a briof  summary  of  the  work 
carried  out  during  tho  yoar  under  roviow. 

In  the  face  of  tho  conditions  prevailing  all  essential 
work  relating  to  conditions  and  other  influences  likoly  to  be 
prejudicial  to  the  Public  Health  and  tho  well  being  of  the  residents 
of  the  district  has  been  carriod  out,  including  tho  careful 
inspection  'Id  strict  supervision  of  tho  food  supplies  coming  into 
the  districts  and  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  etc* 

SUMMARY  of  INSPECTORIAL  WORK. 


During  the  year  983  visits  and  inspections  have  been  made 
to  various  promises  for  tho  investigation  of  complaints,  the  suppression 
of  nuisances  and  defects  and  the  inspoction  of  works  in  progress  no oessary 
to  remedy  tho  same. 

In  addition  to  inspectorial  work  much  of  my  time  has  been 
devoted  to  tho  administration  in  connection, with  A.R.P.  Decontamination 
Service,  Food  Do contamination  Sorvice  and  tho  Salvage  of  Waste  materials 
wanted  for  the  National  effort. 

368  lettors  and  other  commuhi cations  have  boon  sont  out  from 
tho  dopartmont  dining  1941,  while  28  Informal  Notioos  were  served  upon  owner 
and  occupiers  of  promisos  calling  for  the  abatement  of  nuisanoes  and  dofoots 
etc.,  while  in  numerous  other  casos  nuisanoes  and  defects  wore  remedied 
by  my  calling  upon  tho  owners  and  occupiers  personally  and  bringing  the 
defects  to  their  notice.

SANITARY  CONVENIENCES. 


The  sanitary  conveniences  in  connection  with 
residential  and  business  premises  in  the  district  are  praotically 
all  on  the  water  carriage  system,  tho  3mall  numbor  of  21  privioa 
and  16  pail  closets  are  inconvortiblo  at  tho  present  time  by  the 
faot  that  they  are  situatod  in  tho  outlying  parts  of  tho  district 
whore  sufficient  sowers  aro  not  available# 

Tho  total  numbor  of  water  closets  in  use  in  the 
district  is  approximately  2500# 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


Tho  collection  and  disposal  of  House  and  Trade 
Refuse  is  undor  tho  direct  control  of  tho  Sanitary  Department,  and 
is  oarriod  out  undor  my  dirootion  and  supervision,  with  tho  Council** 
own  Motor  Vehicles  and  employees# 

In  addition  to  carrying  out  tho  work  of  collection 
and  disposal  of  refuse,  tho  Motor  Vohiolos  have  carried  out  transport 
work  for  othor  dopartmonts  of  the  Council,  being  so  engaged  for  464 
hours  during  tho  year#  This  additional  work  was  undertaken  without 
impairing  in  any  Way  tho  efficiency  of  cleansing  work,  and  bringing 
about  a saving  in  hired  team  labour# 

The  approximate  numbor  of  rooeptaclos  for  which  the 
^dopartmont  is  responsible  for  oloansing  is  2020  Dust  Bins,  49 
Dry  Ashos  Places,  21  Privios,  16  Pail  Closots  and  6 Cesspools# 

Tho  total  quantity  of  refuse  collected  and  disposed 
of  during  1941  was  3729  loads# 

Tho  whole  of  tho  refuse  of  the  Township  is  disposed 
of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Addingford,  with  tho  exception  of  small 
quantitios  from  pail  closots  otc.,  which  is  deposited  upon  farm 
land  for  manurial  purposes.  No  complaints  have  boon  rocoived  of 
any  nuisanco  from  this  form  of  disposal/which  has  proved  both 
satisfactory  and  economical#  It  is  essential  howovor  for  striot 
supervision  to  bo  maintained  in  this  mothod  of  disposal# 

Tho  not  cost  incurred  in  tho  collection  and  disposal 
of  rofuso  in  tho  district  for  tho  financial  yoar  ending  31st  March, 
1941,  was  £1864/L9/5d.  (which  includos  wages,  tools,  petrol,  oil, 
disinfectants  etc.).  Tho  oost  per  load  during  1941  was  10/-  or 
approximately  3#2  ponce  per  house  por  week# 

SALVAGE  OF  WASTE  MATERIALS  * 

The  work  of  salvaging  and  rooovory  of  all  available 
and  useful  waste  materials  and  tho  return  of  the  same  to  industry  in 
aid  of  tho  national  effort  has  boon  continued  during  1941,  when  tho

GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS  on  HOUSING  CONDITIONS* 

Tho  standard  of  housing  in  tho  district  is  on  tho 
whole  generally  good,  and  in  spito  of  war  conditions  tho  amount  of 
overcrowding  is  relativoly  small* 

Tho  Urban  Council  are  now  tho  owners  of  452  houses 
on  thoir  various  sites* 

Tho  work  of  Inspection  and  ro-conditioning  of  houses 
under  tiho  Housing  Act  and  Inspection  of  Distriot  Regulations  has, 
owing  tfp  tho  shortage  of  matorials,  labour  etc*,  brought  about  by  tho 
War,  be<$n  praotically  suspended,  while  the  erection  of  now  dwellings 
has  likewise  ceased. 

FACTORIES* 

39  mechanical  factories  and  29  non-*nochanical  factorios 
aro  on  tho  Register  in  the  district,  including  bako-housos  which  have 
boon  visitod  during  tho  yoar,  and  gonorally  have  boon  found  to  be 
maintained  in  a cleanly  and  satisfactory  condition,  including  the 
sanitary  arrangements  . In  some  instances  improvements  havo  been 
brought  about  by  tho  provision  of  dining  rooms  for  tho  employe  os  and 
equipment  for  tho  preparation,  cooking  and  serving  of  moals  in  tho 
factorios  • 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

Thoro  aro  6 Private  Slaughter -houses  oh  the  Register 
in  tho  district,  viz.,  4 licensed,  1 Rogistorod  and  1 for  a limited 
period* 

As  tho  result  of  Government  control  of  Moat  and 
Livestock  brought  about  by  war  conditions,  the  oontralized  slaughter 
of  all  Live-stock  intended  for  human  consumption  is  now  carried  out 
at  tho  Wakefield  City  Abattoir,  from  which  contro  meat  is  allocated 
to  all  surrounding  districts  within  tho  Wokofiold  area. 

MEAT  AMtP  OTHER  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

In  tho  face  of  tho  conditions  provailing  spocial 
attention  has  boon  given  during  tho  yoar  to  this  important  and 
essential  branch  of  public  hoalth  work,  and  a groat  amount  of  my 
timo  has  boon  dovotod  to  tho  inspection  and.  examination  of  tho  Meat 
allcDfc ations  sont  into  tho  district,  and  also,  other  foods,  both  at  the 
allocation  contro,  tho  Retail  Meat  Shops,  and  othor  food  stores  and 
foqod  preparing  promisos* 

In  all  promisos  visitod  tho  sanitary  conditions 
w<3ro  found  to  be  quito  satisfactory,  and  a good  standard  of  cleanliness 
EUaLntainod. 
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It  was  not  found  necessary  to  make  any  seizures  of 
diseased  or  unsound  food  during  the  year,  but  the  following,  found 
to  be  diseased  or  unsound  and  unfit  for  human  consumption  after 
examination,  were  upon  the  conditions  being  brought  to  tho  notice  of 
the  owners,  surrendered  to  me  and  destroyed  or  disposed  of  for  animal 
feeding,  oto* *-

64  inspections  havo  boon  mado  during  tho  year  to  tho 
promises  of  registered  Cow-koopors  and  Rotail  Purveyors  of  Milk  when 
tho  general  sanitary  condition  and  cloanlinoss  of  tho  premises  and 
utensils  were  found  to  bo  satisfactory. 

• • Informal  samples  have  boon  takon  periodically  during 
tho  yoar  from  rotail  purveyors,  during  dol ivory,  and  tested  for  dirt 
oontont,  with  good  results. 

PETROLEUM  ACTS, 

27  premises  in  the  Urban  Distriot  are  liconsed  either 
for  tho  sale  and  storage,  or  storage  only,  of  Potroloum  Spirit  or 
Mixtures,  in  accordance  with  tho  provisions  of  the  Petroloum  Consolidation 
Aot,  1928,  viz,  25  for  tho  sale  or  storage  of  Potroloum  Spirit,  and  2 for 
the  storage  of  Petroleum  Mixtures  (Cellulose  Paint). 

23  of  the  licensed  promises  storo  the  spirit  in 
underground  steel  tanks  fitted  with  standard  pumps,  while  on  the 
remaining  premises  the  spirit  and  mixtures  are  kept  in  stool  drums 
stored  in  specially  constructed  fire-proof  above-ground  storos. 

All  the  liconsed  premises  have  boon  visited  and  inspected 
«h*ring  the  year,  and  no  contravention -of  Regulations  -or  Conditions 
specif ia4  on  the  licenses  havo  boon  observed. 

DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION  OF  PREMISES. 


The  disinfection  of  all  promises  after  cases  of  Infootious 
Disease  is  carried  out  immediately  after  removal  of  pctionts  to  hospital 
or  after  recovery,  if  nursed  in  tho  homo,  tho  method  used  boing  Formaldehyde 
Vapour  and  Spraying. 

Premises  are  also  disinfoctod- after  other  diseases  and  causes 
upon  writton  requost  boing  made. 

Arrangements  are  also  mado  for  the  disinfestation  of  verminous 
premises  with  Hydrogen  Cyanide  Gas,  upon  written  application  boing  received 
from  tho  owners  or  occupiors,  who  havo  to  give  a writton  undertaking  to 
boar  tho  oost  of  carrying  out  such  work.

Where  casos  of  Infectious  Disease  are  notified,  the 
dwellings  of  the  patients  aro  inspected,  the  sanitary  conditions 
ascertained,  defects  and  nuisances  (if  any)  notod,  and  stops  taken 
to  have  the  same  remedied.
